The district 
authorities are authorized to determ ine 
w hat landscapes, buildings or monu­ 
ments of historical or artistic value 
should be protected. Violations of the 
statute are made punishable by fine, 
with or without imprisonment.

statute provides against the display of 
pictures, advertisem ents or other things 
calculated to m ar or disfigure any es­ 
pecially attractive landscape or detract 
from the artistic or aesthetic effect of 
any building or other structure of spe­ 
cial Importance or as highly prejudicial 
to any street or part of a city . 
The 
alteration of buildings--of historical or 
artistic value may be prohibited by the 
local authorities, as may the construc­ 
tion of other buildings calculated to in­ 
terfere with such historical monuments.

Occupy ing the throne of a minor 
kingdom. Christian, by reason of his 
great 
abilities, his uprightness, fair­ 
ness and personal charm, becam e the 
most influential monarch in Europe. 
H is counsel w as in frequent demand 
by his brother rulers, and many times 
it is said that the peace of Europe has 
been preserved through his w ise and 
moderate advice. 
He was often called 
on to act as arbiter or umpire to settle 
international disputes, and each deci­ 
sion gained him added fame as a w ise 
and just judge. 
He was also* eminent 
for his personal purity and honesty . 
H e was horn April 8, 1818. 
In view of the death of the king 
of Denmark the official and other en­ 
gagements in which the British court 
Is concerned w ill be posty ioned or can­ 
celled.
